The purpose of the prop- 
osed ordinance is to prom- 
ote the concept of home 
ownership affordable to all 
economic segments of the 
community while at the 
same time minimizing the 
impact of conversions on 
residents in the existing re- 
ntal housing, especially el- 
derly and handicapped ten- 
ants who may be forced to 
relocate. The ordinance 
also seeks to assure that 
prospective purchasers of 
converted housing have 
been properly informed as 
to the physical condition of 
the structure and common 
equipment which is offered 
for purchase. 

The proposed ordinance 
contains several require- 
ments concerning informa- 
tion to be submitted by per- 
sons applying for conver- 
sions. These requirements 
include a detailed property 
report describing the condi- 
tion of the building and a re- 
location assistance report 
detailing what assistance is 
proposed to be given to per- 
sons forced to move by the 
conversion. 

In addition to several 
physical requirements con- 
cerning the building itself, 
the proposed ordinance 
would establish non- 
structural requirements for 
approval, including a stipu- 
lation that the conversion 
would not displace a sig- 
nificant number of low and 
moderate income individu- 
als or senior citizens. In ad- 
dition, the number of units 
converted each year would 
be limited to threee percent 
(3%) of the City’s rental 
housing stock (approxi- 
mately 40 units). Only the 
most suitable conversions 
would be approved if more 
than this number of conver- 
sions were applied for by 
owners. 

The proposed ordinance 
includes several provisions 
for tenants, including the 
payment of moving ex- 
penses equal to not more 
than one and one-half 
months’ rent. Tenants over 
the age of 62 would be al- 
lowed to remain in their 
unit longer than the 120-day 
prune required by State 
aw; the exact length of ad- 
ditional time would depend 
on the length of time the 
tenant lived in the unit. 
Special provisions are 
suggested for persons over 
72 years of age who have 
lived in the unit for, more 
than 8 years. These provi- 
sions include adequate re- 
location assistance, low

Albany is 
enriched 
by $32,498 


ALBANY — Albany’s city 
coffers are $32,498 fatter 
today as a result of the Ma 
apportionment of State alt 
lected fees for motor vehi- 
cles, highway tax and 
cigarette tax. 

he largest windfall is the 
“in lieu’’ taxes collected by 
California’s controller, 
Kenneth Cory and his of- 
fice. The amount remitted 
to Albany totaled $18,855, 
while Alameda County was 
given $1,062,971. 

The money collected is 
the State excise tax of $2 
per $100 of market value 
that takes the place of the 
local property tax on motor 
vehicles. The distribution 
goes to the cities and coun- 
ties on a population basis 
and the money can be used 
for general purposes. 

The taxes on motor fuels 
amounted to $10,280 for Al- 
bany and $573,648 to 
Alameda County. The 
money was broken down as 
money from the gasoline 
tax, diesel fuel tax and mis- 
cellaneous fuels. 

The least amount came 
from the cigarette tax. The 
sums were $3,363 for Al- 
bany and $37,674 for 
Alameda County. The dis- 
tribution represents 30 per- 
cent of the revenue dupo- 
sited. in the Cigarette Tax 
Fund during the month of 
April, less administrative 
costs of $30,522 statewide.

ALBANY — Seven weeks 
before the opening of the 
first 1979 deer hunting sea- 
son, the state Department 
of Fish and Game is gear- 
ing up for an expected rush 
for licenses, tag applica- 
tions and tags by Califor- 
nia’s 300,000-plus deer hun- 
ters, 

Mammal hunting and 
furbearer trapping regula- 
tions booklets — including 
rules for deer — are now 
available at Fish and Game 
offices and from license 
agents in Albany. 

Included in the 56-page 
booklet of regulations are 
descriptions and maps of 
deer hunting zones and spe-, 
cial deer hunt areas and 
application instructions. 

icense agents and DFG 
offices soon will begin sel- 
ling tag applications which, 
again this year, must be 
mailed to Sacramento 
headquarters. Tags will be 
returned by mail. Supplies 
of tags and applications 
were expected to reach 
ficenee agents by month’s 


end. 

Large, detailed statewide 
maps of deer hunting zones, 
which were available to in- 
dividual hunters last year, 
are not being issued this 
year. Instead, colored maps 
will be posted wherever 
licenses are sold, at Fish 
and Game offices and sport- 
ing goods stores. 

As was the case last year, 
hunters must mail tag ap- 
plications in time to be re- 
ceived at DFG headquar- 
ters at least 15 days before 
the date on which they wish 
to receive their. tags. 

For the first season — ar- 
chery on the central coast 
(zones Al and A2 beginning 
July 14 — tag applications 
should be received before 
the end of June. 

To apply for a hunt for 
which there is a drawing — 
antlerless or either-sex, 
special buck hunt, muzzle- 
loading rifle, or what have 
you — hunters are advised 
to mail applications in time 
for them to be received at 
DFG headquarters by 5 
p.m. a 2. 

The DFG said no deer tag 
will be issued to a person 
whose application is re- 
ceived less than 10 days be- 
fore the end of the season 
for the zone applied. 

Effective now, hunting 
licenses, tag applications 
and tags will be available in 
Room 115 on the first floor 
of the Resources Building, 
1416 Ninth Street, Sac- 
ramento. 

DFG license chief Mac 
Foster said that the one- 
stop center for deer hunters 
should be much more con- 
venient than the 12-floor of- 
fice where tags were issued 
last year. Specialists will be 
available to answer ques- 
tions and otherwise assist 
hunters, Foster said 

For the first time, regula- 
tions booklets this year in- 
clude information on herd 
trends and hunter success 
in each of the zones.
